There  is  not-  a  miner  or  old  settler  in  ! 
the  southern  part  of  California  who  is  , 
not  familiar  with  the  story  of  the  famous 
Breyfogle  mine.  It  ranks  with  the  Gun- 
sight,  the  Pt-gleg  and  the  Lost  Cabin 
legends.  Like  them  it  has  cost  dozens 
of  lives,  and  so  unsuccessful  and  fatal 
have  been  the  many  expeditions  made 
m  search  of  the  mine  that  it  has  come 
to  be  regarded  by  many  as  a  myth. 

Briefly,  for  the  information  of  those 
who  have  never  heard  the  talc,  the  story 
goes  that  away  back  in  the  early  fifties 
a  party,  iu  which  was  a-,  man  named 
Breyfogle,  set  out  for  California  by  way 
of  the  southern  U tab  road,  a  route  which 
lay  through  the  southern  jiortions  of 
Utah  and  Nevada,  ekirtbd  Death  valley, 
traversed  the  Mojave  desert  and  finally 
terminated  in  either  the  San  Bernardino 

9f.  JU^-Aageliia.  v-allay.  —  - 

Breyfogle  was  something  of  a  miner 
in  his  way,  and  while  prospecting  in  a 
wild  and  forbidding  region  he  found  a 
place  where  he  could  literally  dig  great 
nuggets  of  gold  out  of  the  decomposed 
quartz  or  cement,  aa  ho  called  it,  with 
his  knife.  As  he  described  the  place, 
there  was  a  large  deposit  of  an  exceed¬ 
ingly  rich  character — enough  to  make 
the  whole  party  wealthy.  He  returned 
to  camp,  but  the  travelers  were  short  of 
provisions  and  water,  the  Indians  were 
troublesome  and  there  was  no  time  to 
waste  in  mining.  •  — * 

They  pushed  on  toward  their  destina¬ 
tion,  but  between  the  Indians  and  thirst 
only  a  few  of  them  ever  reached  civiliza¬ 
tion.  Breyfogle  told  his  story,  exhibted- 
tke  nuggets  he  had  dug  out  and  careful¬ 
ly  preserved,  ami  then  spent,  the  rest  of 
his  life  in  a  fruitless  search,  for  the  de¬ 
posit.  Others  who  heard  the  story  fol¬ 
lowed  his  example,  and  for  upwards  at 
forty  years  the  Breyfogle  miue  lias  been 
a  veritable  will-o1- the- wisp,  luring  men 
to  destruction  in  the  terrible  deserts  of 
southeastern  CzSifornia  and  southwest¬ 
ern  Nevada.

George  Montgomery,  an  experienced 
miner  weH  known  iu  the  Wood  river  re¬ 
gion  of  Idaho,  was  on  a  prospecting  trip 
in  the  region  to  the  southeastward  of 
Death  valley.

In  any  event  the  Breyfogle  mystery 
seems  to  have  been  solved,  and  perhaps 
this  fact  will  give  another  stimulus  to 
the  search  for  the  Gnnsight  and  tho  Peg- 
leg  mines.
